Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 3.—What 
3ffect cold storage has on high cost 
>f living, whether the system lowers 
>r increases the average yearly price 
of foods, the difference between the 
spring, summer, fall and winter worth 
3f commodities being given full con­ 
sideration, is one of several new in­ 
quiries the Missouri bureau of labor 
statistics has planned for 1914. 
There is no intention on the part 
of this department, by the inquiry, 
to attack or discourage the cold stor­ 
age system, but simply to give Mis­ 
souri 
full 
information on a public 
service which is now' an absolute ne­ 
cessity and of vast benefit to human­ 
ity, says Commissioner John T. Fitz­ 
patrick in a bulletin which outlines 
the 1914 work of the bureau of labor 
statistics. 
In fact, it is stated cold 
storage houses, having, to an extent, 
been blamed by many for the higher 
cost of living in winter than in fall 
and summer, by the assertion that 
the system aided in establishing a 
“corner” on the supply of foods dur­ 
ing the colder months, will have an 
opportunity, by giving full and accu­ 
rate information, to remove any pre­ 
judice which may exist. 
The inquiry 
will extend to commission firms who 
buy or contract in summer and make 
use of cold storage to preserve the 
ccmmoditiqs for a higher market. 
Cold Storage Houses. 
Everly cold storage house in the 
state will be called upon to fill a 
printed schedule of questions espe­ 
cially prepared to bring out the in­ 
formation sought 
by 
Commissioner 
Tohn T. Fitzpatrick. 
The investiga­ 
tion will establish whether the prices 
^pld by consumers in winter for cold 
storage commodities such 
as 
eggs, 
butter, meat, fruit and poultry is in 
keeping with what 
they 
originally 
cost in summer and early fall, full 
allowances being made for the capital 
;nvested in cold storage plants; the 
cost of the system, which includes 
handling and reffrigeiiating; freight 
charges; wear and tear; loss through 
spoiling of commodities; 
wages 
of 
the 
employes 
and 
salaries ofithe 
management and all incidental and 
miscellaneous expenses. 
The interrogation schedule, which 
is now' being drafted by Sujiervisor 
of Statistics A .T. Edmonston, of the 
bureau of labor statistics, is to cover 
1813 and will call for the capital in­ 
vested in each plant; how much float­ 
ing indebtedness is carried and what 
interest the obligation bears; capaci­ 
ty and charges for service; annual 
cost of refrigerating 
and 
of 
em­ 
ployes; when the different foods are 
chiefly stored and how' 
long 
each 
class is held from the market; the 
worth of butter, eggs, poultry, meats. 
?t<\. when they were received in 1913 
and the worth when finally placed on 
tho market; the quantity 
of 
each 
commodity carried; how' much was 
on hand of each article, left over 
from 1912, when the major portion of 
the 1913 product came in; what final­ 
ly became of the 1912 residue, wheth­ 
er it was disposed of by sale in sum­ 
mer at a low* cost, or whether most 
was unfit for use and had to be de­ 
stroyed. 
Corner the Market. 
The inquiry will 'develop whether 
there is a determination on the part 
of some of those who make use of 
the cold storage system to corner the 
market by Holding back food at times 
when there is a scarcity and good 
prices prevail, for a still higher mar­ 
ket, and thereby cause a portion of 
commodities such as 
butter, 
eggs, 
meat aud poultry to spoil when they 
could be turned loose at a reasonable 
profit on the original investment and 
give consumers the advantage. 
It is recalled by the bureau of labor 
statistics that in past springs cases 
have developed where health authori­ 
ties seized and destroyed thousands 
of dozens of eggs and tons of other 
products, which became unfit for use 
through long holding, 
to 
safeguard 
the public health. 
Kansas City had 
such an example in early 1913. 
The amount 
of 
commodities 
on 
hand next June from the summer be­ 
fore and the quantity which spoiled 
from long holding, w'ill be compared, 
for the state at large, with the quan­ 
tity originally received and the re-4 
calving * worth 
to 
establish lf th e 
prioes charged 
during

months were just or exorbitant. 
Coft at Buying and Selling. 
The 
investigation 
will 
disclose

same

cold storage the follow ing w inter and I 
early spring when a scarcity existed,1 
with a quantity held back in cold; 
storage to force up prices. 
It will 
also be developed how* long commodi­ 
ties can be kept in cold storage with­ 
out affecting their chemical proper­ 
ties and making them unfit for use. 
Questions asked will bring out what 
causes foods to spoil, whether due to 
an uneven and irregular temperature, 
I germs in the foods, or other causes, 
since cold storage, under regular con­ 
ditions, is supposed to be preserva­ 
tive. 
Construction work is also to be tak­ 
en up by the bureau of labor statis­ 
tic s under the 1914 program of Com­ 
missioner 
Fitzpatrick. 
The 
large 
cities, st. Louis, Kansas 
City, 
St. 
Joseph and perhaps one or two others 
already 
give 
annual 
in format io 
along this line, for their cities, 
intention is to make the investigation 
state wide, covering all cities and 
towns and such .rural districts as pos­ 
sible, so that tho* people of Missouri 
will know every 
year 
what 
their 
state is doing in the way of erecting 
commercial, 
buildings, 
churches, 
homes, factories: bridges, railroads, 
elevators and other classes of struc­ 
tures. 
, . 
It will be an ea^y matter to gath­ 
er this information 
where building 
permits are necessary, 
but for the 
smaller towns and rural sections tho 
task will be a difficult one. Full sta­ 
tistics dealing 
with 
wage earners, 
skilled and unskilled, will be collect­ 
ed at the tame time. 


Sanitary Condition, Too. 
Another proposed investigation of 
Commissioner Fitzpatrick 
is 
aimed 
to furnish tacts concerning the liv­ 
ing and sanitary conditions of men 
engaged in railroad 
construction, iii 
grading, road building, 
reclamation 
aud revetment work and any other 
loil where ii is necessary for a large 
force to live in tents, railroad cars 
Gr hastily constructed barracks. 
In 
December of the bureau of labor sta­ 
tistics was 
given* 
information con­ 
cerning the manner in 
whic/i rail­ 
road worker doing road work were 
obliged to 
live 
during 
the 
cold 
months. At "the same time light was 
thrown on the questionable 
doings 
of one or two employment agencies 
holding contracts 
with 
large rail­ 
road systems to supply construction 
help* It was asserted laborers were 
often shipped weekly in bunches ot 
from 20 to 50 from S t Louis or Kan­ 
sas City to the scene of the suppos­ 
ed work, under the pretense that th© 
Ye I* would last, through the winter, 
and an employment fee charged. Af 
tor the destination was reached th* 
work generally lasted only three or 
four days, just long enough to meet 
tho dollar employment 
agency fee 
meet the assessment of 25 cents for 
hospital services and tile charge for 
food and lodging. Laborers on being 
discharged were 
miles 
away from 
the starting 
point 
without {plough 
money to return home or to secure 
food or lodging. 
Often 
they were 
forced to wait from 24 to 60 hours to 
get the few cents they had coming 
to them.

Never Get a Bath. 
According to 
the 
statements 
of 
some of the unfortunates, sixteen ar ^ 
obliged to sleep in a small, dilapidat­ 
ed freight car in bunks one over the 
other, on a mattress full of dirt and 
vermin, with no provisions 
for hot 
water for ^athing or other purposes. 
Probably forty complaints from la­ 
borers were received by the bureau 
of labor statistics. 
Where the em­ 
ployment agency had exacted 
a fee 
restitution of the money was made 
compulsory. One employment agency 
representative was arrested 
for op­ 
erating without a state license. This 
case was finally settled in court by 
23 mistreated laborers 
being given 
transportation hack to St. Louis and 
the fee of $1 paid the employment 
ag en cy being refunded*. 
In this inquiry attention 
will be 
given to the quantity and quality of 
the food furnished conctruction men1 
while they ar© in camp doing rail­ 
road or similar work. 
Another special 
investigation

stitutions. Inquiries are 
being made
